Crime continues to rise in 
Plano, however, the rate 
appears to be slowing down, 
according to local figures 
p re p a re d for a 
F ed e ra l 
B u reau 
of 
Inv estig atio n 
monthly report. 
The m onthly s ta tistic a l 
rep o rt, p re p a re d by the 
Plano Police Dept., 
shows 
that c rim e in c re ase d 20 
percent in May, as com­ 
pared to the sam e month last 
year, but only increased 6.38 
percen t as c o m p a re d to 
April of this year. 
April crim e in Plano, on 
the otherhand, showed 
a 
jump of almost 44 percent 
over the sam e month last 
year, and a 15.6-percent hike 
over February of 1975. 
For the first five months of 
the year, crim e has risen 17 


percent, as com pared to the 
first five months of 1974. 
A total of 150 m ajor of­ 
fenses 
(m u rd e r, 
rap e, 
r o b b e r y , 
a g g r a v a t e d 
assault, burglary, theft and 
auto theft) were recorded 
last month, while 125 were 
recorded in May of last year. 
This com pares to 141 major 
offenses set down in April. 
Breaking it down into the 
m a jo r 
c a te g o rie s, 
th ere 
were no m urders, rapes or 
robberies reported in Plano 
last month, but there were 
three aggravated assaults, 
42 burglaries. 99 thefts and 
six auto thefts. 
Last year, there were no 
murders, rapes or robberies 
reported in May, but there 
was one aggravated assault. 
30 burglaries, 89 thefts and 


five auto thefts. 
For April of this year, 
there was one m urder, no 
rapes,

Although the num ber of 
arrests were lower in May 
than in April, they were 
higher than May of last year. 
A total of 217 arrests were 
made last month, as com ­ 
pared to 107 m ade in May of 
last year and 251 m ade in 
April of this year.

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Nation’s Dental Health Not Good

Americans have at least IB 
missing, decayed or filled 
teeth. 
Fifty-six million teeth are 
pulled out every year, many 
of them good teeth that can’t 
he kept from wobbling. The 
bony socket and tissue, 
diseased and-or worn out, 
just, won’t hold the tooth. 
The state of the nation’s 
dental health isn t what one 
could call good 
Certainly there are ex­ 
citing research frontiers - 
transplanting teeth, human 
or manmade ones, and the 
hunt for ways to immunize 
against bugs linked to tooth 
decay. 
Some 
research 
findings 
are being used here and 
there in practice, such as 
coating a 
tooth 
with 
a 
sealant to keep out decay­ 
er! using organisms or food 
particles attracting same 
Critics of contemporary 
American dental practices 
maintain that 
there’s not 
enough 
em phasis 
on 
preventive 
dentistry 
ke­ 
eping the oral cavity and the 
teeth themselves in 
good 
condition 
The fact that dental critics 
have surfaced in recent 
years is itself a sign of 
restlessness over the state of 
the nation’s dental health. 
Daily plaque removal by 
children and adults is one 
attempt to stay ahead of the 
decay scene Plaque is that 
sticky, bacterial film that 
forms on teeth 
It has been implicated in 
development of both tooth 
decay and peridontal or gum 
disease 
Dr 
Michael ll 
Denier, 
who practices dentistry for 
children in I-exington. Ky 
in a report to the American 
Dental Association put it this 
way: 
“Teaching children proper 
methods of brushing 
and 
flossing their tqcjh af home 
is the only way they learn 
how to avoid future dental 
problems. 
“ The patient’s cooperation 
is essential to maintain a 
healthy mouth. The dentist 
cannot do it alone.’’ 
Helping your dentist is one 
thing 
Hut what about the 
persons who never see a 
dentist - perhaps as many 
as 
one-fourth 
of 
the 
population, from 
birth 
to 
grave? 
Fear of pain keeps some 
away. I ear of the cost keeps 
others away. For many, the 
two fears combine. 
I'he consumer movement 
is helping to remove some of 
the mystique about dentistry 
in tin* United States. 
Notably, 
in 
Connecticut 
and Pennsylvania, present 
or future consum ers of 
dental 
services 
have 
booklets that tell them how 
to select a dentist, how to 
judge the quality of the work 
and even, what is the 
range of prices charged for 
specific procedures. 
The dental 
fee tables 
circulating in both states are 
based on a 1970 Survey of 
General Practitioners by the 
A rn e r i c a n 
D e n t a l 
Association. 
The surveys were done for 
all states but a spokesman 
tor the ADA in Chicago said 
the information is not meant 
for 
general 
circulation. 
Therefore, he could not 
release 
figures 
showing 
average prices for specific 
procedures nationwide. 
The point of view in both 
the 
Pen n sylvan ia 
and 
Connecticut dentistry guides 
for consumers is this. Be a 
wise dental consumer, know 
how to select a good den­ 
tist- but also assume a lot of 
responsibility yourself 
for 
gaining and m aintaining 
good dental health so you 
keep your teeth. To wit: 
Brush 
your 
teeth 
thoroughly. Use disclosing 
tablets to learn to locate and 
.em ove plaque on 
your 


*eeth. 


Use dental floss. 
Water jets and electric 
toothbrushes are helpful, but 
they are no substitute for 
regular, 
through 
brushing 
and flossing.
